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Retiring Staff Members 


RUSTEM AKSEL 

Rustem Aksel is retiring from the Department 
of Genetics. He studied agronomy at the 
University of Jassy and then at the University 
of Ankara until 1938 when he graduated as 
Dip Ing Agronome and became assistant plant 
breeder at what is now the Ankara Institute 
for Agricultural Research. There, in 1953, 

he received his doctorate and became head of 
plant breeding and agrotechnical research and 
Assistant Director of the Institute. He was 

an Honorary Research Associate in the 
Genetics Department of this University between 
1957 and 1966 and in 1968 became Assistant 
Professor in Genetics; in 1972 he became a 
full Professor. 

Professor Aksel’s research has been mainly 
on the inheritance of quantitative characters in 
cultivated plants. Working theoretically, 
he has devised a method for the study of the 
genetics of quantitative traits in wheat by 
means of chromosome substitution line crosses. 
In the formulation of the method he used 
a set-theory approach. He also has used a 
similar approach in subsequent theoretical 
work dealing with the analysis of 
quantitative-genetically non-equivalent 
reciprocal crosses in plants. Professor Aksel 
is the author or co-author of more than 
thirty papers. 

Professor Aksel is now conducting research 
on the inheritance of characters in the crosses 
between spring and winter wheat varieties 
and in crosses between hexaploid and 
tetraploid wheats. He intends to continue 
this research. 


HAROLD C. LOVE 


Harold C. Love is retiring from the 
Department of Rural Economy. Professor Love 
received a BSc in 1933 and an MSc in 
Agricultural Economics in 1952 from the 
Kansas State University. In 1956 he received 

a PhD in Agricultural Economics from Iowa 
State University. He was on the staff at 

Kansas State University for several years 

and was Chairman of the Department of 
Agricultural Economics, University of Houston, 
from 1957 until 1962. Since 1962 he 
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has been Professor of Agricultural Economics 
at this University. 

Professor Love has a special interest in 
production economics and farm management. 
He has organized and worked on team research 
projects with the Departments of Pedology, 
Plant Science, and Animal Science and with the 
Agricultural Research Station at Lacombe. 

Beween 1972 and 1974 Professor Love 
organized and headed the Department of 
Agricultural Economics of the University of 
Science and Technology at Kumasi, Ghana. 
This year he was in Indonesia for six months 
as a consultant on agricultural credit for 
a development feasibility study undertaken 
by CIDA, Alberta Agriculture, and the 
Indonesian government. Before returning to 
Alberta this summer, Professor Love will 
deliver a paper, “Agricultural credit in 
developing countries,” at the International 
Association of Agricultural Economists in 
Nairobi, Kenya. 

Professor Love plans to reside in Edmonton 
and to continue his association with the 
Department of Agricultural Economics after 
his retirement. 


EARL W. BUXTON 

Earl Buxton is retiring from his position as 
Professor of Secondary Education in English 
after having been with the Faculty of 
Education for twenty years. 

Professor Buxton received a Teaching 
Certificate from Camrose Normal School in 
1929; in 1941 he received a BA and in 1948 
a BEd from the University of Alberta. In 
1954 he received an MA from the University 
of Washington, and in 1958 he received a 
PhD from Stanford University. From 1926 
to 1936 he taught in rural schools in Alberta; 
until 1941, he was a high school principal 
in Radway and Fort Saskatchewan. He then 
taught various subjects in Edmonton high 
schools until 1948 when he joined the Faculty 
of Education at the University of Calgary 
where he taught until 1955. From 1949 until 
1954 he was that university’s Provost. He 
came to Edmonton in 1956 and became a 
member of the Faculty of Education. 
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Professor Buxton is an honorary life member 
of the Alberta Council of Teachers of English 
and a member of many other teaching 
associations including the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association, the Canadian Association of 
Teachers of English, and the National Council 
of Teachers of English. He has been a member 
of a number of programs and committees: 
he was the director of the Faculty of 
Education’s Field Experience Program from 
1956 to 1959; a member of the provincial 
Curriculum Committee on High School English 
for ten years until 1966; and a member of 
the Edmonton Public School Board from 1963 
to 1968 and Chairman of the Board in 1968. 

Professor Buxton has written and edited 
a number of teacher reference and high school 
text books including Creative Living, Points 
of View, and Prose for Discussion, He is now 
working on a language text and a literature 
anthology. He has also written a 
number of articles for education journals 
on teaching literature, language, and 
composition; his dissertation “Effects of 
Practice on Students: Skill in Written 
Expression” is well-known. Professor Buxton 
has long been concerned to maintain a close 
relationship with his students and has enjoyed 
his forty-odd years as a teacher; his students 
have been equally enthusiastic. Professor Buxton 
and his wife, Dorothy, will reside in Edmonton 
following his retirement. He intends to travel, 
to spend part of the winter in a warmer 
climate, and to continue his recreational 
activities, including golf, curling, bridge, 
writing, drawing, and woodwork. 


JANUSZ J. KLAWE 


Janusz Klawe is retiring from the Department 
of Geography. In 1932 Professor Klawe 
received a Dip Comm from the University 

of Grenoble and in 1942 he received an MA 
from the University of Glasgow. In 1943 he 
came to Canada, and from 1945 until 1952 
he was a lecturer in applied physics at the 
University of Toronto. From 1952 until 1955 
he was the technical assistant to the Chief 
Cartographer in the Federal Department of 
Mines and Technical Surveys. He returned to 


Scotland to become Chief Cartographer with 
Thomas Nelson and Sons Limited in 1955. 
In 1962 he became an Associate Member 

of the Institute of Printers. Professor Klawe 
has been a member of the University staff 
since 1963 when he was appointed Associate 
Professor in the Department of Geography. 
He became a full Professor in 1968. 

Professor Klawe has been instrumental in 
establishing the academic program in the 
Department of Geography and in developing 
its new degree program in Survey Science. 
He directed the production of the Atlas of 
Alberta. Professor Klawe has directed, or 
collaborated on, the design of more than 
twenty books, atlases, and mapping manuals; 
he has prepared designs for more than 
seven hundred maps and written more than 
forty papers on cartography. 

Professor Klawe was the President of the 
Edmonton branch of the Alliance Frangais, 
President of the Alberta Geographical Society, 
and Vice-President of the Philosophical 
Society. He is on the editorial boards of 
a number of professional journals. 

Professor Klawe intends to continue to 
work in the field of cartography; he would 
like to be involved in the production of 
atlases for Alberta schools and to continue 
to be a consulting cartographer. 


ART HOUGH 


Art Hough has been with the University since 
1955 and is both a Professor of Psychology 
and the Director of Student Counselling 
Services. 

Professor Hough received a Licentiate 
in Theology from St John’s College, University 
of Manitoba, in 1939; in the same year 
he was ordained as a Deacon of the Anglican 
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Church. He spent the next two years as a 
missionary in a mining camp at Red Lake, 
Ontario. During the war he was an Officer 
in the Royal Winnipeg Rifles. Following the 
war, he wrote and edited the first edition of 
the Manual for Officers in the Canadian Army 
and served as Rector of two churches. He 
received a BA in 1950 and an MA in 1955 
from the University of Western Ontario. At 
the University of Alberta, Professor Hough 
taught the psychology of religion and was 
a developmental psychologist as well as 
Director of Student Counselling. 

Professor Hough was a member of 
General Faculties Council and has been a 
member of the Arts and Sciences Faculty 
Council, the Arts Faculty Council, and the 
Education Faculty Council. He has also been 
on a “fantastic number” of committees and 
was President of the Faculty Club for one 
year. He is an elected Fellow of the Canadian 
Psychological Association, and'a member of 
its Board of Directors, and an honorary 
member and past President of the Psychologists’ 
Association of Alberta. In 1964 he was made 
an Emeritus of the Invited Conference of 
Directors of University Counselling Members. 
Professor Hough is also a life member of the 
Canadian University and College Counselling 
Association. 

Professor Hough intends to live in Penticton 
for a few years, perhaps teaching part-time 
at the college there. He would also like to travel 
the South Pacific by tramp steamer and may 
settle eventually in Tahiti; he hopes to 
finish writing the humorous autobiography he 
started a few years ago.
